We can sit calmly and quietly under the 
flag of Great Britain and look philosophically on 
the struggles of a fierce democracy. A great deal 
of pains has been taken to explain that the Mc- 
Kinley bill was merely a domestic measure; be it 
so, they have taken their course, we will take 
ours. The United States says : If you want to trade 
with us you can do it in one of two ways: 
either annex yourself to us or separate from 
Great Britian and set up as an independent re- 
public. There is not a man here in fa- 
vor of it. Asto independence, how long could 
we stand as an independent republic? How long 
did Texas stand as the Lone-Star Republic? Can- 
ada and the United States, as the lion and the 
lamb, might lie down together,but the lamb would 


be inside the lion. Look at what England is do- 


ing for us today. England has no special interest 
in the seals, yet Lord Salisbury’s magnificent 
Government is insisting on maintaining a id en- 
forcing Canadian rights to the seal fisheries. 
What could Canada do in the Behring Sea con- 
troversy without England at our backs? 


COMMENT ON THE M’KINLEY BILL, 


London Newspapers Pleased with Sir John 
A. Macdonald’s Speech. 

Lonpon, Oct.'3.—The Chronicle doubts the 
wisdom of Canadian statesmen in stirring up 
a bitter feud with their powerful neighbor on 
account of the McKinley bill, especially when 
the opinion prevails in many quarters that the 
new law is the prelude toa more enlightened 
policy. 

The Times is disposed to agree largely with 
the Canadian Ministers that the McKinley 
tariff must be recognized as a demonstration 
of hostility against England hardly less de- 
cided than were the Berlin and Milan decree 
of Napoleon. 

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—The Berlin correspondent 
of the Daily News says it is stated that the 
German Government contemplates reprisals 
if the United States Government should re- 
fuse to modify the McKinley bill. 

Lonpon, Oct. 3.—The Telegraph says: 

It is gratifying. to receive such indications of 
Canadian strength, loyalty, and confidence. 
While such feelings animate Canadian people 
and statesmen it will be admitted at Washington 
that commercial pressure is not likely to induce a 
desire for political amalgamation. 


MUST NOT CIRCULATE IN HIS DIOCESE. 


Blow at a Catholic Paper of Cleveland by 
Bishop Gilmour. 

CLEVELAND, O., Oct. 2:—[Special.]—-As the 
result of the recent criticisms of Bishop Gil- 
mour of the Cleveland diocese of the Catho- 
lic Chureh by the editor of the Cath- 
olic Knight, Joseph J. Greeves, 


Bishop has issued an edict forbidding the | 


circulation of the Knight in the diocese. He 
refers to the paper as ‘‘un-Catholic in tone 
and teaching, a fomenter of discord, an in- 
citer to disobedienc®and rebellion, a falsifier 
of law and fact, and a cesspool of scandal.“ 

The Bishop also withdraws from every 
priest in the diocese and reserves to himself 
the right to absolve Greeves, and all who di- 
rectly or indirectly assist him, as 
editors, correspondents, canvassers, agents, 
and all others, lay or cleric, who in 
any way support or encourage said Catholic 
Knight; or by money contributions, or by pur- 
chasing or borrowing copies, or receiving free 
copies, or pretended free copies thereof, 
‘encourage and recommend its circulation; 
or who, secretly or publicly, directly 
orindirectly, recommend or have others to 
recommend said Catholic Knight, or who may 
in any way aid, or abet, or encourage, or 
counsel said Catholic Knight in its course of 
scandal, and falsehood, and contempt of law 
and authority.”’ 

This action has caused a greater sensation 
than has yet prevailed during recent troubles 
between the Bishop and the editor. 


RUMORS OF A RAILWAY COMBINE. 


Story of a Big Deal Between Lines Run- 
ning to California. 


San Francisco, Cal., Oct. 2.—It is claimed 


here that a more gigantic deal than any yet 
consummated between great railroad corpo- 
rations is on the tapis. The proposition is al- 
leged to be nothing more nor less 
than an agreement by the Union Pacific and 
Missouri Pacific not to build into California 
and on the part of the Atchison not to con- 
struct any more lines in the State beyond 
those at Mojav and in the southern counties. 
C. P. Huntington, President of the South- 
ern Pacific, wants a consolidation of that 
character, and Jay Gould is said to be back- 
ing him up in his endeavors to indyce the 
Union Pacific and Atchison to go into the 
scheme. This would be a sad blow to Cali- 
fornia if consummated.

BAFFLED BY NO DISEASE. 


“DR.” DOWIE SAYS HE CAN CURE ANY- 
THING BY DIVINE HEALING. 


He Never Misses a Chance to Pass Around 
the Hat at His Meetings—His Audiences 
Compoged Mostly ot Hysterical Women 
—His Ranting and Clever Use of the 
Scriptures Do the Business—His Modus 
Operandi, 

When doctors disagree the only thing to do 
is to call in John Alexander Sova. the will 
cure you of anything from an incurable case 
of consumption to “that tired feeling and 
he will expect you to pay for it, which is only 
natural. 

J ohn Alexander Dowie is the latest of the 
faith-healing preachers to come to Chicago 
and as he is the best advertised he is likely to 
be the most mischievous. He hails from Aus- 
tralia, where, he declares, he has cured many 
persons. He calls himself a doctor but ad- 
mits he is neither doctorzofadivinity nor medi- 
cine. He says he.was educated at Edinburg 
University and in an unguarded conversation 
he is apt to become entangled in a simple 
sentence. He is a squat, broad-shouldered 
man of about 50, with bright eyes and a long 
iron-gray beard. He is as glib as any lecturer 
at a museum and he can confuse people who 
are foolish enough to follow him with a se- 


_ lected lot of quotations from the Bible, which 


he turns deftly to his own support. There- 
fore he is a great man among the faith- 
healers, 

Dr.“ Dowie has come to Chicago to stay 
till May next, when he expects the limits of 
gullibility will be reached. Then he has an- 
other purpose which is even worse than this. 
He intends to have an international faith-heal- 
ing convention in Chicago during the World's 
Fair. He also says he will establish a branch 
of his “ divine healing association here. 

„Dr.“ Dowie and his wife are holding daily 
meetings in the First Methodist Church, and 
every afternoon and evening audiences com- 
posed largely of hysterical women listen to 
the harangues and help the Dr. to live by 
dropping their quarters into the hat, which he 
passes around with great promptness. The 
doctor himself tells people that he is support- 
ing his divine healing associations with his 
own money, but he never misses an oppor- 
tunity to take upa collection. Each collec- 
tion amounts to about $25, and there are two 
collections a day, and it doesn’t require a 
divine gift to figure out from that that the un- 
selfish doctor rakes off about $300 a week. 
This is better than preaching to a Congrega- 
tional church in Australia, which Dr.” 
Dowie said he did before coming to America; 
it is better than preaching in a free Christian 
church, which Dr. Dowie also said he did 
before coming to America. It is even better, 
and it is certainly much safer, than selling

money which is only tissue paper. Dr. Dowie, 
of course, would do neither of these things. 
The Class of His Audience, 


The success of what Dr.“ Dowie calls his 


mission would surprise some of the philoso- 


phers who imagine that the average of intelli- 


gence is rising. The other day, when well 
people did not care to be outdoors, the church 
was half-filled with listeners to the doctor’s ”’ 
sermon. The crowd could scarcely be called 
a bright one. There was a preponderance of 
that class of persons which lights a fire with 
kerosene and jumps backward from a moving 
ear. The hale half of the audience glanced 
vacantly at the doctor.“ The other half 
One poor fellow who sat in 
the front of the hall was- evidently in the ex- 
tremity of consumption. His frame was rick- 
ety and bent and his sunken cheeks and glassy 
eye told as well as the cough that racked him 
how near he stood to death. The man had 
been given up by some worldly doctor whom 
Dr. Dowie despises, and he had come to try 
the last chance. When the hat was passed the 
consumptive thrust his trembling hand into 
the pocket of a shabby vest and drew out 
some pennies. And Dr. Dowie, watching the 
operation from the platform, smiled benignly. 

This was the Type pitiful of all the cases, 
but the others were distressmg enough. A 
pale, big-eyed woman, who said she had hip 
disease, limped about the platform, and three 
or four poor creatures with dreadful cancer- 
ous sores sat in the crowd. They all con- 
tributed when the doctor sent around his 
collector. 

The “sermon” was the kind of harangue 
that throws the congregation of a Mississippi 
camp-meeting into convulsions. The “doc- 
tor’’ swung his long arms above his head, 
stamped upon the platform, and beat the 


a roar and a whisper. He talked about the 
Creator as though he had known him for 
years, and talked to him as you might talk to 
your next-door neighbor about keeping a 
fence in repair. He told of a lot of cures that 
had been brought about under his guidance. 
A large part of his talk concerned Job and his 
boils. He said the devil gave the boils to Job 
after God had withdrawn his protection from 
the prominent citizen of Oz, but that God 
afterward relented and removed the boils. He 
quoted liberally from the Scriptures. When he 
got to talking about cases which he had cured 
he introduced such accurate descriptions of 
the nature of the diseases that several women 
whose stomachs were not so strong as their 
faith were forced to withdraw. 
Never Missed the Collection. 

At the conclusion ot the sermon and after 
the collection had been taken up, “ Dr.” 
Dowie held a prayer meeting and talked with 
the sick people. He also argued with half-a- 
dozen short-haired women who surrounded 
him, advocating ‘‘Mental Science,“ and 
„Christian Science, and other games run- 
ning in opposition to Dr.“ Dowie’s. Then 
he talked a little while to a Trrsunz reporter. 

“Why did you come to America? Why 
didn’t you stay in Australia, where there are 
many sick people?” he was asked. 

„ didn’t need to stay,“ he replied after 
some hesitation. ‘“‘I had established and edu- 
cated branches perfectly competent to attend 
to the business. 

“ How do you get your living?“ 

“TI won't answer that question; it isn’t 
proper.“ 

The doctor said he had been faith-healing 
for twenty-six years. He didn’t recall the cir- 
cumstances of his acquiring the gift. He said 
there were four ways of divine healing—by 
individual prayer, by two praying together, by 
anointing, by laying on of hands. The first 
was a good way, but in the second it was at 
least 2 to 1 in favor of a cure; the third and 
fourth ways, said Dr.“ Dowie, were best of 
all. He has almost a monopoly of the third

The New York Central Objects to Its Em- 
ployes Belonging to the Order. 

New Yor«, Oct. 2.—The following circular 
has been issued from the office of the New 
York Central and Hudson River road:

RAILROAD, OFFICE OF THE mn Vice-PREsi- 
DENT, GRAND CENTRAL Deror, New York, 
Oct. 1, 1890.—To Messrs. J. M. Toucey, General 
Manager; Theodore Voorhees, General Superin- 
tendent; Walter Katte, Chief Engineer; William 
Buchanan, Superintendent of Motive Power and 
Rolling Stock: The recent strike, the acts of 
lawlessness committed in connection there- 
with, the published correspondence be- 
tween the leaders of the organization that or- 
dered it, and the fact that many men now seeking 
reémployment state that they quit work from fear 
of personal violence, and did not dare to resume 
work for the same reason, compel the manage- 
ment of this company to announce that it objects 
to its employés being members of the organiza- 
tion known as the Knights of Labor.

General Superintendent Voorhees said to- 
day that the vircular means precisely what it 
says. Knights must either give up their mem- 
bership in the order or leave the road. 

Vice-President Webb said this afternoon: 

„We think we have done a wise thing in 
taking this step. In the past we have always 
admitted that we have had no objection to 
our men joining labor organizations, but the 
developments made during the recent strike 
have led us to decide that if our men 
were allowed to be members of the particular 
organization known as the Knights of Labor 
the result would be detrimental to our road 
and the public.

COOK COUNTY'S ASSESSMENT RAISED 
ABOUT $37,000,000, . 


Not So Bad as Anticipated—Nearly $22,- 
000,000 Deducted from the Amount as 
Fixed at First—Work of the Board Al- 
most Done—Dispute Over the Rallroad 
Operated by the Union Stock-Yards—At- 
torney-General Hunt Appealed - To. 

SPRINGFIELD, III., Oct. 2.—[ Special.] The 

State Board of Equalization practically ad- 

journed today so far as the active work is con- 

cerned, The reports of the Confinittees on 

Personal Property, Town and City Lots, and 

Lands were given to the Committee on Gen- 

eral Equalization today, and its report will 

be ready Thursday. The Railroad Com- 
mittee and the Corporation Committee will 
then be ready to hand in their reports, so the 
reports will be made public about Thursda 
next and a sine die adjournment eff 
about the following Tuesday. 

Cook County has come ols of. the fight in far 
better shape than was to have been expected. 
There was an inclination to raise the county 
yesterday on the statement presented by Mr. 
Givins on the part of the rural members, and 
many of them made free to state today that, 
had they not concluded the reports before he 
arrived, it certainly would have cost Cook 
County at least $15,000,000 more than the 
present report, but, fortunately for the coun- 
ty, the Cook County members had sufficient 
facts to present to show that in many partic- 
ulars Mr. Givins was labori under errone- 
ous impressions as to what the board intend- 
ed to do. 
The following are the assessments in Cook 
County as determined upon according to the 
reports of the committees to the State Board: 
Town and city lots were equalized at $179,- 
183,899, or an addition of 57 per cent over the 
return of the local assessors to the board; 
personal property at $45,541,759, increase 32 
per cent over local assessment; lands, $19,- 
192,264, increase 25 per cent over local as- 
sessment. This makes the aggregate equal- 
ized value in the county on these items $243,- 
917,922, an addition of $59,000,000 to the local 
assessors’ returns. 

Distribyting the Surplus. 

On the three items in the entire Mate there 
is a surplus, arising from additions made to 
various counties, of $73,401,000 which the Com- 
mittee on General Equalization has to spread 
back ever the various districts so the aggre- 
gate will not vary more than 1 per cent for 
the whole State. Cook County’s share of 


per cent, the figure adopted by the 
general committee, of the total equalized 
assessment of the county, 
which is $21,952,612.98. This deducted from 
the $59,000,000 originally added to the three 
items over the return of the local assessors 
leaves a net increase of about $37,000,000, in- 
stead of $48,000,000 as the members of the 
board had heretofore expected it would 
amount to. The decrease is accounted for by 
the fact that a larger surplus was realized than 
had been anticipated. In the total increase 
for the county the $22,000,000 added by local 
assessors must be taken into consideration. 
The surplus in Cook County is distributed 
back by the members as follows: Personal 
property gets 45 percent of it, so that this 
item as equalized after the spread back of the 
surplus stands at $35,679,213, instead of $45,- 
541,759. Lands are given 10 percent of the 
surplus, and stands as equalized at $17,155,720, 
instead of $19,192,264. Lots get 45 per cent of 
the surplus, making the equalized amount on 
this item $169,149,600, instead of $179,183,899. 
In other words the spreading hack of Cook 
County’s proportion of the surplus makes an 
appreciable difference in the ag@regate of the 
values as determined upon by the various 


$221,965,301. : 
Taken iu consideration with increases in 
other portions af the State these figures are 
apparently fair considering, of course, the in- 
crease in accumulation of wealth and popula- 


tion. 
The Stock-Yards Railroad. 


A discussion arose in the board today rela- 
tive to the assessment of the 132 miles of rail- 
road operated by the Unifon Stock-Lards com- 
pany. The Committee on Railroads, it seems, 
was in favor of assessing it as a railroad and 
notifying the company to resist payment of 
taxes to local assessors next Fear, it 
having been assessed locally this year and its 
capital included in the capital stock of the 
corporation, which is assessed by the Corpora- 
tion Committee. The matter was finally re- 
ferred to the Attorney General, however, for 
his opinion as to the power of the board to 
assess it. It seems the company will have to 
pay no more taxes this way, only it will class 
the road operated as a railroad with other 
roads of the State, and reduce its tangible 
property and capital stock to the extent of the 
assessment by the railroad committee.

Lively Exchange of Pistol Shots—Be- 
lieved to Belong to a Western Gang. 

Tirrm, O., Oct. 2.—[Special.]—As train

CLOTH MADE FROM SPIDERS’ WEB. 


An Englishman Who Has Gone.Into an 
Odd Business, 

Washington Post: The fact that the Senate 
was engaged in the discussion of the wool 
schedule in the Tariff bill brought a number 
of woolen manufacturers to Washington in 
order to look after their interests. A Post 
representative asked one of these gentlemen 
re new methods employed by the 
textile manufacturers, and he stated that there 
had recently been

definite period, which was attracting consider- 
able attention. With this process it is said 
that no matter how delicate the texture or 
color of the fabric may be its long life is 


assured. 

This gentleman stated that the inventor 
took his ideas from the fact that he learned 
that the wonderful state of preservation ex- 
hibited by the headbands of ptian mum- 
mies was due to their having been impreg- 
nated with a kind of resin. Acting upon this 
information the chemist made experiments 
with the substance extracted from birch bark, 
and he found that the green tar left over after 
the oil used in tanning has been extracted 
from the white bark of the birch tree yields a 
substance neither acid nor alkaloid. This in 
solution with alcohol forms a liquid with the 
power of — after once becoming dry, 
even the action of alcohol itself, and it is 
claimed possesses the property of making 
textile fabrics apparently imperishable, as 
far as decay is concerned. And a great 
claimed for it is that it readily unites wi 
most delicate as well as brilliant colors. 

Perhaps the most novel idea in the textile 
line is that of an Englishman named Stillbers 
who, it is said, has actually made a cloth of 
spider’s web which has been employed for 
purposes of surgery. A gentleman traveling 
through the country, and who recently | sae 
in Washington, stated that this man Stillbers 
has gone quite extensively into this spider-web 
cloth culture. . 

The spiders are obtained from tropical coun- 
tries, mostly from Africa and South America, 
and are very large. A peculiar feature of the 
business is that the spiders spin the best web 
when they are intoxicated. To accomplish 
this a liquid composed of chloroform, ether, 
and fusel oil is allowed slowly. to 
evaporate in the room where the 
spiders are and they are 
thus kept constantly in a mild state of intoxi- 
cation. The temperature of the atmosphere 
is maintained at 60° Fahrenheit. These little 
creatures, which are usually so heartily de- 
spised, are placed in octagonal cases, and are 
fed daily un smaller insects of various kinds. 
In one room there are some 5,000 of these 
cases. The spiders lay their eggs, and about 
the latter spin cocoons. These cocoons are 
no seems ge are prepared for weaving by 
some such chemical and mechanical processes 
as are undergone by the cocoon of the silk 
worm. The process of the weaving itself is a 
closely guarded secret. Each cocoon is said 
to yield twenty-five to 100 yards of thread. 
The texture of the woven material resembles 
somewhat ordinary silk, and after it is bleached 
is becomes brilliant and smooth.

A MURDEROUS GANG IN THE TOILS. 


Confession of One of the Men Who Wrecked 
and Robbed a Cotton Belt Train. 

Texarkana, Ark., Oct. 2.— Special. The 
men who are accused of wrecking and robbing 
a train on the Cotton Belt railroad in the vi- 
cinity of this city last June are now about to 
be put on trial before the District Court in 
session here. In the wrecking of the train 
one passenger. was killed and many others 
wounded. The robbers went through the ex- 
press-car and shot the messenger, but got 
away with only a few hundred dollars. In 
the darkness and confusion they opened fire 
on each other, wounding one of the gang 
named Ratcliffe, who died a few days after- 
wards. In his dying moments he implicated 
a detective named Williams, who is an ex-po- 
liceman of this city, and also McDaniel and 
Brawley, who had ‘also been on the police 
force. These men were denied bail and placed 
in jal. Now Jobn Brawley turns State’s evi- 
dence and relates all the details of the rob- 
bery, confessing his own participation and 
confirming the guilt of his confederates. He 
professes a willingness to testify to the facts 
at the trial, which is set for next week. 


Canadian Annexationists, 

The present movement in Canada in favor of 
the annexation of the Carfadian provinces to the 
United States is not the first movement of the 
kind there, though it now appears in quarters 
where it did not formerly exist. As far back as 
1837 there was a rebellion against British authori- 
in Canada under the leadership of a Scotch-Cana- 
dian named Mackenzie, and if it had been suc- 
cessful it would undou as Mackenzie him- 
self admitted, have resulted in annexation. Mac- 
kenzie headed the revolt in Toronto, and several 
engagements took place there and elsewhere, but 
his forces were crushed or scattered, he himself 
was outlawed, and some of his fellow-leaders were 
execu Many of his érican sympathizers 
rallied to his aid near the Canadian border, but 
their camp was broken up by Gen. Winfield Scott.

BISMARCK’S INSULTED GUEST. 


Great Chancellor Could Be Small on 
Occasion. 

The following story of Bismarck is told in a 
recent number of the London Speaker: “‘A 
German gentleman, of famous name, of 
ample fortune, member of Parliament, con- 
nected with the best: people of his country by 
social as well as family ties, conspicuous by 
reason of his philanthropy, hospitality, and 
charm of his family gatherings, lived not 
many miles from Berlin when the Kingdom 
of Prussia became the Empire of Germany. 
No man at this time was more welcome at 
the palace of the Chancellor as well as that of 
his sovereign than this Mr. X. In those days 
Bismarck stood for national 2 as rep- 
resented by the defeat of France and the 
unification of Germany, and in his task no 
stancher ally of the Government could be 
wished that the Liberal party, of which Mr. 
X. was an honored leader. Little by little, 
however, men like Mr. X. began to feel that 
Germany even without a Bismarck was better 
than Germany without constitutional liberty ; 
for they found that Bismarck looked upon 
such as differed from him not merely as 
enemies of their country but of himself as well. 
Mr. X. had chosen to vote against a Govern- 
ment measure intended to raise the duty on 
corn. Bismarck remonstrated with him on 
the subject, and by various means sought to 
win his support, but without success. Mr. X. 
recognized perfectly that his course made 
social intercourse with his late friend prob- 
lematical, and was therefore somewhat sur- 
prised to receive an invitation to dine at the 
palace of the Prime Minister shortly after 
these unsuccessful approaches. The guests 
assembled, and the Prince moved from one to 
the other, greeting each with a cheery, bluff 
heartiness, until he reached Mr. X., whom he 
purposely left until the very last. Here he 
paused deliberately, looked at his late ally 
from head to foot, then turned on his heel, 
and without saying one word walked into the 
dining- room. His guest, who had been ac- 
customed only to the best society, was at first 
so taken aback that he scarcely realized that 
an insult could have been intended. The 
truth, however, gradually dawned upon him; 
he mechanically moved toward the door of 
the hall, picked up his hat, and crossed the 
threshold of that house for the last time.”

CRITICISING CHICAGO’S POLICE. 


Ex-Superintendent Felton’s Address Should 
Be Read by Mayor Cregier. 

Col. Charles E. Felton, formerly Superintendent 
of the Chicago Bridewell, as Chairman of the 
Committee on Police of the National Prison Asso- 
ciation now in session at Cincinnati, made a re- 
port to that body last Saturday which may be 
commended to Mayor Cregier, Chief Marsh, and 
„Janus Hutchinson. In the report he refers to 
the tolerance of gamb in the city as an ex- 
ample of a most flagrant prostitution of police 
power by the demands of partisans.” 

In another place he refers to the inefficiency of 
our police force as a detective body, asking: 

* Dose it not also seem farcical that the purses 
of private citizens should be required to furnish 
any portion of the moneys with which to pay the 
expense of arrest and conviction of murderers, as 
in the celebrated Cronin case at. Chicago?’ He 
could have added to the suggestions of this ques- 
tion that one of the murderers was a member of 
the so-called detective force; that he had fellow- 
conspirators on the force; that some of them are 
yet retained there, and that they appear to be fa- 
vorites of the powers that be. 

The ideal Chief of Police, according to Col. Fel- 
ton, should possess executive ability; he 
should be humane, just, and true to his duty of 
enforcing the laws without fear.“ Does anybody 
believe tnat Marsh comes up to these require- 
ments? 8 

And here is his idea of a geod policeman: In 
person a policeman should be able-bodied, pure 
in morals and scrupulously honest; keen as an 
observer, in order to anticipate possible evil re- 
sults. He should be insensible to fear and should 
be the servant ohly to the law, and in no manner 
the subservient tool of any man or party.“ 

Let any one read the Procesdings of the Police 
Board to satisfy himself that the Chicago police 
force is not composed of such men as are here de- 
scribed. And yet the Chicago force has in it good 
materi 
this every day. As a rule they are honest and 
pure in morals and are fairly keen observers. But 
tney have been demoralized by the rule of pot- 
house politicians, the intrigues of cunning rascals, 
the control of gamblers, and the weakness or im- 
becility of their superiors. Instead of being the 
terror of evildoers they are sometimes the pro- 
tectors of those persons. And the force was never 
in a worse condition than it is now under the 
rule of Cregier and Marsh,

Notes All Along the Line. 

Local labor unions have received a circular 
from the headquarters of the American Federa- 
tion of Labor over the signature of President 
Samuel Gompers and Secretary Chris Evans calling 
on organized labor to boycott the goods of certain 
iron foundries. It states that the Defense Asso- 
ciation of employers has undertaken w disrupt 
the organization of ironmolders, first by a con- 
certed attack on all unions, and sub- 
sequently by concentrating its forces 
against certain local unions, singling out 
the molders employed in the Michigan Radiator 
Works of Detroit, Mich., the Codperative Stove 
Works of Rochester, N. Y., and several establish- 
ments in San Francisco. In the last named city 
the molders kept up a strike for six months, Or- 
—.— workmen are requested in the circular to 

uy only from such firms as are more considerate 
of the demands of labor. 

“At our convention in San Francisco,” said 
John J. Hannahan, Vice Grand Master of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, yesterday, 
the constitution was amended in such a way as to 
prevent inconsiderate strikes in the future. The 
penalty of expulsion from the order was attached 
ta the offense of striking without first going 
through all the preliminaries required by our 
laws, which are the appointment of a committee 
and a conference with the officials, then reference 
of the matter to the grand officers, and, lastly, ref- 
erence to the supreme council of the Federation 
of Railway Employés. 

The Furniture-Workers’ ‘Union last evening 
elected three delegates to the annual convention 
ofthe National Union at Indianapolis Oct. 13. 
Among the important matters which the delegates 
were instructed to work for were these: Benches 
and expensive tools shall be supplied by the em- 
ployers; every man who joins the union must be a 
citizen or declare his intention to be naturalized; 
strike benefits shall not be paid till after three 
days of strike; closer relations are to be estab- 
lished with the Brotherhood of Carpenters and 
Joiners; every local union shall fix a minimum of 
wages for its locality. 

The trouble of the switchmen on the North- 
western railroad will be settled between the offi- 
cials and the men without the assistance of the 
officers of the Switchmen’s Mutual Aid Associa- 
tion. Grand Master Sweeney left the city yester- 
day for a Western trip. The grand otficers have 
received no notification of the trouble. The 
movement of freight on the Northwestern pro- 
ceeded with little more dispatch yesterday than 
the day before, but itis probable that an early

THE BIBLE IN THE SCHOO 

Several ministers of the gospel in city 
have refused to sign the petition presented by 
“the Woman's Moral and Educational Union 
asking that the Bible be used in the public 
schools of Chicago. One of them, the Rev. 
Dr. H. G. Jackson, a Methodist clergyman, 
was bold enough to state his reasons for the 
refusal at the risk of offending the female pe- 
titioners and many others who are members 
of the Methodist Church. The substance of 
his remarks is thus given. He said: 

No, I have not signed the petition and shall not 
do so. I believe the public school is a State insti- 
tution and the State has no business with teach- 
ing religion. I take the position that all children 
should be compelled to attend the public schools, 
and that it is not fair to require the children of 
Jews or those of some other faith that are not 
Christiaf® to read the Scriptures—that is, the 
New Testament Scriptures. The question arises 
if you read the Bible in the public schools: What 
Bible? King James’ isthe Protestant Bible and 
the Douay Bible the Roman Catholic. Then 
again, we cannot read the whole Bible. Whoisto 
select the portions that are to be read? A great 
many of the teachers in the schools are not Chris- 
tians, and then some Protestants and some 
are Roman Catholics. I don't want any such per- 
son to select the portions $6 be road. Rather they 
should not be read at all. Another objection: If 
the teacher reads the Bible he may feel disposed 
to comment upon it. He may ridicule it and say 
it is not true, and may do a great deal of damage 
to the children. If you prohibit any comment he 
may do it by his looks. What we call morality 
can be taught without the use of the Bible. I 
claim that the State h thing to do with re- 
ligion. 5 

Dr. Jackson is entitled to credit for this, 
though stating nothing that is essentially new, 
as the matter has been agitated times without 
number in many communities and been car- 
ried into the courts of Wisconsin. The Su- 
preme Court of that State recently decided 
that the Bible is not a proper school book for 
communities of divided religious opinions. 

Suppose the petition receive a sufficient 
number of signatures to induce the Board of 
Education to act favorably upon it when pre- 
sented. The question will then arise, Which 
Bible shall be used? Undoubtedly the great 
mass of the petitioners would answer, The 
King James Veision.“ They reside mostly in 
the Protestant wards, but all the wards are not 
Protestant by any means. Throwing out of 
the account those who might prefer the new 
version there is a vast number who, if they 
expressed any opinion at all, would unhesitat- 
ingly prefer the Douay version as the one 
used by the Roman Catholics, and many of 
them, including every one of the priests, would 
insist on it. TheJews do not regard the New 
Testament as having any claims on their 
attention and would protest against having 
their children compelled to read or hear pas- 
sages from any books except those of the Old 
Testament. Then there are many with 
Unitarian and Universalist leanings who ob- 
ject to many things that are supposed 
by others to be taught in both, espe- 
cially eternal damnation, and the thousands of 
agnostices, who believe in neither version, 
would kick. All these classes, as taxpayers, 
have a rignt to be heard and heeded. No 
board of education has the moral right to out- 
rage the sense of propriety of any of them, 
and the attempt to do so in response to the re- 
quest of the petitioners would probably result 
in a speedy loss of official authority to do so, as 
the Illinois courts would probably uphold the 
rights of conscience, as was done in Wisconsin. 

The difficulty is far from ending at the point 
named. Dr. Jackson stated a grave objection 
in the possibility of the book being discredited 
in the minds of the children by improper com- 
meuts on it by the teacher, or by shrugs and 
other sneering gestures if oral remarks were 
forbidden. To make the scheme work satis-

WHY GO EAST OF THE ILLINOIS CENTRAL 
TRACKS! 

A committee of the local World's Fair Board 
of Directors has been spending some days at 
Washington seeking to obtain from the Secre- 
tary of War an unconditional permission to 
fill fifty or more acres just east of the Illinois 
Central tracks. Leave was given two weeks 
ago, but it was coupled with the requirement 
that the Lilinois Central abandon its claims to 
the disputed territory. The road would not 
do this, and yesterday’s dispatches indicated 
that the Secretary of War would not insist on 
this condition. 

But what was the necessity for going to 
Washington? What is the need of making 
land east of the tracks? There is enough west 
of them for all practical purposes. The struct- 
ure which should go on the Lake-Front is the 
Art Building. Between the Illinois Central 


in width and.nearly a mile in length. If a 
building occupies 250 feet of that width it will 
still leave sixty feet of approach. in addition 
to the ninety feet of Michigan avenue. As 
the length of the structure may be whatever is 
needed it will be seen there. is room enough 
for a building which will hold more art treas- 
ures than were accumulated at Paris. 

This edifice will be the only one which will 
be kept open at night. Thereis no need, 
therefore, of filling up the pond to make land 
on which to place the Art Building. To put it 
east of the tracks will not add a dollar to the 
gate money. The attendance would be the 
same—in fact greater—were it west of the 
tracks instead of east of them. But there 
would be this material difference: The filling 
and piling of fifty acres and the filling west of 
the tracks to make the proposed approach 
leading up to and across them would cost 
$2,000,000, which would be taken from the 
working capital of the Fair. The proposed 
filling would take about e.ghteen months, and 
would delay building operations by that much, 
while if the land westof the tracks be used 
the plans can be made, contracts let, and the 
men in the steel and glass mills be hard at 
work by next summer, 


Brsnor Wieasr, the most ultramontane of 
the American Roman Catholic Bishops, now 
in charge of the diocese of Newark, N. J., has 
been designated by the Pope as Archbishop of 
Milwaukee.

REcENT experiments made under the direc- 
tion of Prof. S. P. Langley of the Smithsonian 
Institution at Washington lead to the conclusion 
that the light of the tropical firefly is produced 
by the expenditure of only about one-four- 
hundredth part of the energy that is used up 
in the production of a candle flame giving the 
srme quantity of light. That is the same 
thing as saying that nature works four hun- 
dred times as effectively as her feeble imitator 
when he obtains his illumination from the 
candie. In the gas flame the waste is estimat- 
ed to exceed 99 per cent, and it amounts to 
much the largest part of the whole in electric 
lighting, though the latter mode is the most 
economical of all the artificial processes in 
regard to the percentage of force actually 
used for illumination, The statement at once 
suggests the question if it be not possible to 
devise some means for utilizing at least a part 
ofthe waste. At present no means of doing 
so are thought of, but that fact does not prove 
it to be impossible. It is true in the field of 
physical research, as some people think it is 
in medicine, that a knowledge of the disease 
is half its cure.“ In very many cases the 
recognition of a want has led with more or 
less directness up to the means of supplying 
it, and it may be so in this instance, If there 
be no mistake about the measurements of in- 
tensity reported to have been made, the world 
may be on the forward edge of the most im- 
portant discovery of the age. And if light can 
be obtained at a hundredth part of its present 
cost, what may we not then hope for in regard 
to the evolution of artificial heat? 


Ste James Krrson, President of the British 
Iron and Steel Association, is able to under- 
stand clearly Mr. Blaine’s Latin-American 
reciprocity plan, which a number of prom- 
inent Republican politicians say is such a 
mystery to them. In the course of some 
remarks made by him at New York Wednes- 
day he said: 

The iron trade of Britain and America had not 
yet reached its zenith, for Britain saw in Africa 
an almost unlimited market to supply, and in the 
opening of South and Central America the United 
States had an unlimited market. 

He sees that if Mr. Blaine’s plan is carried 
out this country will monopolize the business 
of furnishing South and Central America with 
iron and steel and the articles of which they 
are the chief part, and many other com- 
modities. He is willing to concede this, and 
all he asks is that England, driven from the 
markets it has controlled hitherto, may have 
undisputed possession of the possibilities of 
Africa. An intelligent foreigner often sees 
such things more clearly than a native. It is 
certain Sir James Kitson has better seeing 
powers than the seven Republican owls of the 
Ways and Means Committee who did not 
think Latin-American trade could be obtained 
or was worth having, and therefore refused to 
make any effort to capture it.

Tun latest number of the Sidereal Messen- 
ger contains a list of stars the parallaxes of 
which may be said to have been measured but not 
necessarily determined. The number is about 
seventy-nine, which is a large increase on the list 
published in any of the text books. Also the ma- 
terial in the table gives reason to doubt the oft- 
repeated statement that Alphain the Centaur is 
the nearest stellar neighbor to our system. Its 
parallax was found by Henderson to be 1.14 sec- 
onds of arc, but the more recent determination of 
€lkins and Maclear cuts the angle down to 0.512 
second, which more than doubles the first esti- 
ma distance. Alpha in Ursa Major and the 
same in Lyra have parallaxes of about 1K sec- 
onds, bringing them inside 200,000 times the dis- 
tance of the earth from the sun if there 
be no mistake in the measurements or the sub- 
sequent computations. The most distant of 
those measured appear to be Gamma in Cas- 
siopea and No. 20,670 in the catalogue of Lalande, 
having parallaxes of seven and six thousandths 
of a second respectively. The latter corresponds 
to a distance of some 3,000,000,000,000,000 miles, 
which wouid furnish employment for 520 years to 
a ray of light in traveling the void. How much 
farther away from us are the millions of other 
stars which show no sensible parallax cannot be 
told. The mere imagination can determine that 
just as well as the astronomer after all his pains- 
taking in observing them. With both the word 
infinite will be accepted as the most descrip- 
tive term, while there is the best of reason to be- 
lieve it is not true.

The Shipments Unusually Large—Report of 
: the New Orleans Exchange. 

New Orveans, La., Oct. 2.—The September 
crop statement, issued today by Secretary Hester 
of the New Orleans Cotton Exchange, shows the 
largest movement of cotton for the first month of 
the season since the war, if not in the history of 
the cotton trade. The amount brought into sight 
for the month was 851,624 bales — 668,988 
in September, 1889, and 433, 8 in Sep- 
tember, 1888, an increase over last year 
of 182,636 and over the year before of 
417.646. The statement shows receipts at ports 
for the month 722,779 bales, against 574,151 last 
year. 

Net shipments by rail overland 28,906, against 
15.558; Southern mili takings, exclusive of amount 
consumed at ports, 43,504, against 43,066; interior 
town stocks in excess of amounts held Sept. 1, 56,-

Foreign exports for 2 354,143 bales, 
showing an excess over the same period last year 
of 53,305 and over year before last of 181,732.

IT IS TOO POOR JUST NOW TO BE MORAL. 


When Louisiana Gets Rich It Will Suppress 
Its Lottery—Visitors at the Hotels.» 

A. Baldwin, President of the New Orlearis Na- 
tional Bank, who is passing part of his vacation 
in Chicago at the Wellington, said yesterday: 

“ The Louisiana Lottery company is a business 
conducted as squarely as any otherin the State. 
Its drawings are honestly made and what it says 
it will do it will do. As a business it is conducted 
legitimately, whatever may be said about its 
moral features. There is this about it. Nobody 
is compelled to buy a lottery ticket. When I was 
up in Massachusetts last summer I saw Plymouth 
Beach. That was improved by a lottery. They 
couldn’t raise the money any other way. They 
used to get up lotteries for municipal purposes. 
Massachusetts was poor then. Louisiana is poor 
now. It felt the shock of war more than most 
States. It has not recovered from it yet. As soon 
as we can afford it we'll be just as moral as Mas- 
sachusetts, every bit. But we need the money the 
lottery gives for improvements.”’ 

-Talking of the sugar clause in the McKinley bill 
Mr. Baldwin said: “I don’t see why a nation 
shouldn't give bounties to sugar-growers. That's 
a better way to encourage an industry than to 
put a tariff on. A bounty goes right to the spot. 
You're not always sure that a tariff does. Fur- 
thermore, it’s a good way to give back to the 
South some of the money she pays in taxes, Of 
the $100,000,000 and odd paid out every year 
as pensions the South doesn’t get any. But it 
doesn’t complain; doesn’t ask that its crippled 
soldiers, who are inadequately supported by 
charity, should receive Government pensions.
